facture and dlstrll)iitinti of tin- anti- 
hog cholera serum to control and 
■appresa oathrsaks of liee cholera 
a small laboratory was erected nt 
l^xin);ti)n, on State ((roundt, under 
the direction ol thr Drpartment of 
Animal Hnsbaadry of the Kentaekjr 
BxperioMBt Atatioa. On Pebraary 
22, 1911, actual 0()cr;iti()iis begun, 
and the Station officials themMlres 
hare inoealatcd 146 herds, ioelnd- 
ing 5.129 animals, of which 4.707 
animals survived, showing a mort- 
ality of 8.4 per cent. The serum 
alone method was used on 9.t herds, 
including 2,302 animals, of which 
316 died, or a mortality of 11.2 per 
cent. 52 herds were treated by *.be 
semn aMtbod. {adading 2,327 aai* 
trals, of which 110 died, or a mor- 
tality of 4.7 per cent. The loss, at 
first thought, may seen atmaely 
large, but it must be remcmljercd 
that a large percentage ol the an- 
imals were vaccinated with high 
tempatares, npoa the argent request 
of the owners. To distinguish be- 
tween scrum .'ilone and tlic serum 
simultaneous methods, it will be 
rcmeiBbercd that atrain oaiy is nsed 
where the iaisctioa is already pres- 
ent, to protect the sound animals 
that ttnaia ia the herd. The scrum 
simnltaneous method is used where 
tbe disease does not exist lu the herd 
There is injected iato tbt opposite 
thigh, in additioa to the serum giv- 
en in the semm alone method, a 
small amount of virus. The result 
of either of tbe two meihods is a 
life-leag tannwrity to tbe animal. 
The value ol the serum inoculation 
fur the prevention of hog cholera 
has passed beyond the experimental 
stage, and the time is now at hand 
when the State rauit take steps to 
prevent the rnormus losses to our 
■wine industry. To check and con- 
trol hog cholera in Kentucky means 
the saving of a large aniuunt of 
money, and the farmers ore fast 
rcaliaiag that they mast have their 
lioj^s immune to thi« disease Last 
year uiic county in the State of 
Kentucky suffered a loss ol $50,0UO 
from this disease alone, and the loss 
to the entire State is probably in 
the millions. 

The present Letjislaturc which 
has just adjourned, re-irabnrsed the 

H\|ierinient Stiilmii, wiili small 
appropriation, and a portion ol thi;* 
will be Bsed to i ae w as s the capacity 
for serum prodaetion. Heretofore 
serum haa been qnoied at the rate 
of two cents per lubic centimeter 
or 80c to vaccinate a 100 pound 
hog, but this price has been lawcred 

to one cent per f c . or costing the 
the lanurr MK- lu the lOO-poundi.. 
This will be a great l ad ae e meat lot 
farmeri in iiiiiiuiiiize tlieir Im^^s 
against till* Jiscase, 'ur heretolorc 
the prks of the sernai hat eaased 
many to avoid it. 

Second in importance to thcscruin 
ire.ilmrnt itself, is the fact thai pigs 
Iroin immune dama inherit a mark- 
ed degree of iamaaity. This, 
hiirtcver, IS not retained for life, but 
it has been found that by treating 
the sasMag piesfroai iasaiaae dams, 
or before they are three weeks old, 
with a very saaall amount of the 
aaautigattd vims, a permanent mi 
ainaitjrNaalta, aot iataHsrriag with 
the health of the animal.

As every great movcnent has its 
martyrs, the bureau ol mine* rescue 
work setmi to be no exception. 
Two trained rescuers have already 
given np their lives io this case, one 
at the Paacoaat disaster, Throop, 
I'a , on* vcar ago, ami the other at 
Cherry Valley, Pa., a few weeks ago. 
At a recent mine disaster at Rrice- 
ville, Tenn., the burc.iu's rescuers 
brought five men to the surface 
alive and snccecdcd in preventing 
the death of any of the vohinteer 
rescuers. A t McCurtain, Okla., 
t\ventv-»ix men wt-re rcsciicii trom 
(he San* liois mine after being im- 
iirisoned twenty-four hours. They 
owe tlieir lives larfjrly to the I'cdcr- 
al refcue methoil*, which were util- 
ised to enter the deadly gas laden 
mines. Thus does the (ight a^ioiast 
the disastrous consequences of mine 
explosions progress.
